Gentlemen, 

I now  submit  you  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
of  your  District  for  the  Year  1905. 

I shall  briefly  draw  your  attention  to  a few  points,  which 
will  be  enlarged  on  later. 

The  Birth  Bate  for  the  past  year  on  the  estimated 
population  is  32  per  1000. 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  same  period  is  172  per  1000. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  is  still  high  I am  unable  to 
satifactorily  account  for  it,  nor  am  I able  to  suggest  anything 
to  prevent  it. 

Epidemic  Disease  has  been  rather  prevalent.  During  the 
year  28  cases  were  notified,  which  is  in  excess  of  many  years 
past. 

Your  Isolation  Hospital  at  Wath  is  at  last  being  appre- 
ciated by  the  inhabitants ; 9 cases  were  removed  there  and 
sent  home  quite  well.  In  only  two  houses,  second  cases 
occurred. 
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There  are  no  Offensive  Trades  carried  on  in  the  district, 
and  the  only  Eegistered  Slaughter  House  is  kept  in  a fairly 
satisfactory  condition* 

I have  carried  out  my  duties  under  “The  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act,”  and  append  a report  thereon. 

The  Dairy  and  Cowsheds  are  kept  in  a satisfactory  state. 

As  in  previous  years,  I can  only  suggest — 

(1)  A General  Domestic  Water  Supply. 

(2)  Substitution  of  W.C.’s  for  Ash  Middens  (where 

practicable). 

(3)  Paving  or  Asphalting  and  Draining  all  Back  Awards. 

The  District  has  been  regularly  and  thoroughly  visited 
and  inspected  during  the  year,  both  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  myself.  I have  made,  at  the  request  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  a Special  Beport  on  the  Cesspools  of  the  District, 
which  was  submitted  to  you  in  July  last.  The  Canal  Boats 
have  been  regularly  inspected  by  your  Inspector,  but  he  has 
found  nothing  in  or  on  them  requiring  any  advice  or  assistance 
from  me. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

POPULATION. 

I have  estimated  the  population  at  3187,  but  I have  my 
fears  that  the  next  census  will  not  shew  such  an  expansion  as 
we  wish. 


The  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  in  the  District  is  652 
approximately,  which  gives  an  average  of  about  4 8 persons  to 
each  house. 

The  Birth  Bate  on  the  estimated  population,  3187,  is 
32  per  1000.  This  is  above  the  Birth  Bate  of  the  Country, 
and  compares  favourably  with  other  Districts. 


DEATHS. 

The  certified  number  of  Deaths  was  55,  and  the  Death 
Bate  on  the  above  estimated  Population  is  17*2  per  1000. 
This  is  the  highest  Death  Bate  you  have  had  in  your  District 
for  the  past  5 years,  but  when  certain  circumstances  are 
taken  into  consideration,  it  really  is  not  so  very  bad.  The 
unfortunate  Ice  Accident,  in  January  last,  cost  4 young 
people  their  lives,  and  as  the  accident  took  place  in  your 
Parish,  the  deaths  are  added,  and  consequently  swell  your 
death  rate.  There  were  also  2 other  accidents  and  1 case 
of  suicide  : these  7 deaths,  therefore  (although  included 
in  the  vital  statistics),  deducted  from  the  total  number,  would 
very  much  reduce  the  Death  Bate, 

Last  vear  I had  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  large 
increase  of  Deaths  from  Cancer  ; this  year  there  have  been 


only  2,  a gratifying  circumstance.

Thirteen  deaths  were  registered  of  persons  of  the  age  of 
65  upwards,  the  principal  cause  of  most  of  these  was  Disease 
of  the  Respiratory  Organs. 

Diarrhoea,  Whooping  Cough,  and  Enteritis  also  accounted 
for  several  deaths. 

There  was  only  1 death  from  Infectious  Disease  during 
the  year,  and  that  was  a severe  case  of  Scarlet  Fever. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Twenty-one  cases  were  notified  of  this  disease  ; 8 were 
removed  to  the  Hospital,  and  the  rest  treated  at  their  homes. 
I believe  the  disease  has  been  of  a very  mild  character.  One 
child  died  from  it  during  the  year. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

This  case  was  notified  first  as  Scarlet  Fever  by  one 

Medical  Practitioner,  and  as  Diphtheria  by  another  gentleman. 
The  child  died,  and  the  death  was  certified  as  both  Scarlet 

Fever  and  Diphtheria,  but  1 have  considered  it  as  a case  of 
Scarlet  Fever. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

One  case  only  has  been  notified  to  me.  The  patient  was 
removed  the  same  day  to  Wath  Hospital. 
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ERYSIPELAS. 

Five  cases  were  reported.  I have  nothing  to  remark 
on  them. 


Attached  to  this  Report  are  Tables  I.,  II.,  III.,  IV.,  and 
V.,  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  as  a Table 
sent  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  use  of  the  County 
Council.

“The  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901.” 


Sir, 

The  Administration  of  the  above  Council  has  not  been 
a difficult  one  during  the  past  year,  as  any  suggestions  for 
improvement  of  Sanitary  defects  has  been  willingly  complied 
with.  There  are  six  places  (where  mechanical  power  is  used) 
constituting  them  Factories  under  the  Act,  viz.  : — 

(1)  The  Boat  Buildiug  Yard. 

(2)  The  Basic  Slag  Works. 

(3)  The  Parkgate  Steel  Works. 

(4)  A Wagon  Repairing  Shop. 

(5)  House  Firewood  Shed. 

(6)  Corn  Mill. 

All  of  these  have  been  regularly  visited  and  inspected  both 
by  the  Factory  Act  Inspector  and  myself. 

The  Sanitary  arrangements  are  good,  and  where  females 
are  employed,  as  in  the  case  of  No.  3,  separate  closets  have 
been  built  for  both  sexes.  The  ventilation,  air  space,  and 
general  arrangements  are  good,  and  no  dampness  01  watei  is 
about  the  work  places. 
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At  only  one  Factory  are  there  any  out-workers,  and  these 
number  only  three,  one  living  in  Rawmarsh  and  the  other  two 
in  Sheffield  ; the  half-yearly  returns  are  regularly  made  to  your 
Clerk. 

Workshops. 

This  number  has  increased  this  year  to  nine,  viz.  : — 

(1)  Morley,  F , Joiner. 

(2)  Scott,  A.,  Joiner. 

(3)  Lee,  F.,  Joiner. 

(4)  Smales,  J.,  Plumber. 

(5)  Bartholomew,  E.,  Cobbler. 

(6)  Barlow,  C.,  Tailor. 

(7)  Ibbotson,  J.,  Shoemaker. 

(8)  Elliott,  G.,  Cycle  Bepairer. 

(9)  Oxley,  W.,  Blacksmith. 

All  these  have  been  visited  and  inspected,  and  are  kept  in 
good  condition  ; there  is,  consequently,  nothing  to  report  on. 

In  the  case  of  No.  9,  there  is  an  apprentice,  but  in  no  case 
does  any  person  live  in  the  building  which  constitutes  the 
workshop. 

In  all  47  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Factories  and 
Workshops  during  the  Year  1905.
